After 
seasonal adjustments and other 
bureaucratic manipulations, the 
federal Government admits to a 
10 per cent rate of black unem- 
ployment,” he said. 

He went on to speak of the 
serious lack of adequate care for 
blacks, declaring that “infant and 
maternal mortality remains spec- 
tres that haunt our communities. 
He also touched on crime among 
blacks on blacks. He attributed 
much of the crime to drug ad- 
diction, which he. said many of 
our youth turn to out of “despair,” 
Crime in this country, however, 
is not limited to the streets, he 
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said. “Watergate,” he added, has 
“shown us that Malcolm X was 
right when:he said that crime was 
as American as Apple Pie." 

» Returning to his warning 
against distrusting one another, 
Jackson called upon the 
predominantly black crowd to 
“begin to organize seriously our 
local communities. We must 
organize our precincts, our 


wards, our districts, our cities, our 
counties and our state before we 
can talk serious about ‘delivering 
anything on a national scale. You 
cannot. give what you do not 


have,” he asserted.

Look for the housing industry to lose, some of its 
sluggishness in southwestern Ohio during the next six mon- 
hs. Two or three facets of housing are being turned on and 
while the response is not immediate the valves are open and 
novement is ‘forthcoming. , 

For easy reference you can label one facet “urban 
1omesteading’. This is a relatively new approach to an old 
nethod of providing land and houses for low and moderate in- 
some. families, with emphasis on inner-core development. Or 
serhaps. re-development is a more proper term. 

The plan, already adopted in a number of maior cities, 
calls for, government-owned properties being turned over to 
qualified applicants. for a nominal amount (usually $1.00) and 
hen being restored by the new owners for their own oc- 
cupancy. “Government-owned'’* means ‘houses Owned by the 
city or the federal government, such as HUD-held 
repossessions; : ~ 

Baltimore is perhaps the most energetic city inthe reaim.of 
urban homesteading. It has some 600 units of “dated” housing 
it is putting back into the market through this method. 
Philadelphia, Wilmington and other eastern communities are 
likewise finding the approach to be productive. 

What about Cincinnati? Nothing doing here yet. There 
was some discussion about getting a similar program un- 
derway. but somehow the proposal ended up where it started - 
- back in the lap of Councilman Bill Chenault. Late last year he 
suggested the City Council consider ‘urban homesteading™ 
as a means of ‘reducing the city's inventory.of 2,000 acquired 
houses, The council referred the matter to the city manager. It 
finally wound up with the Mayor's Working Review Committee 
on Housing. The committee in turn referred it to a sub- 
committee ,on abandoned buildings. This particular sub- 
committee \is headed, by Councilman Bill Chenault. 

There are a number of home seekers who would gladly 
pay a buck for a dwelling with a potential for rehabilitation. 
Might be ‘a good idea if,the City Council were appraised of

Charles Collins, the Director of HUD'’s Cincinnati Insuring 
Office revealed it the other -- the federal responsibility in the 
public housing program is expected to be shifted to the Cin- 
cinnati office later this year. 

When HUD decentralized -- (established area offices in 
each-of-the-states)---public-housing—activities were moved 
“into the field". There were two categories of responsibility: 
housing production and housing mafiagément: Production 
had to do with the planning and constructing of public 
housing, -including the turnkey method; management, of 
course, was tied to local management responsibilities through 
the period of bond” amortization. 

The decentralization, however, did not affect the FHA in- 
suring offices except where a new Area Office was established 
in a city which already had an Insuring Office .. such as 
Columbus. There, the insuring office programs Were absorbed + 
into what was known as the “Operations Diyision”’ of the new 
Aréa Office ‘itself. , 

If this all starts to sound complicated, consider the plight 
of the individuals both affected and involved. They had a real 
wall-banger to face! New procedures to learn, new programs 
to administer, new contacts to make, new adjustments in staf- 
fing ... the whole gamet‘of reorganization. Now it looks like a 
re-run.

Casually, allusions have been made to the-concept 
in a number of the “superflyish"’ movies, indicating that an 
element of the nation’s black men anxiously await the 1st of 
the month to suck and sap up the meagers monies intended 
for children and families: however, none have been so bold 
as‘to directly address itself to the problems of the ADC 
family. There is one now, Claudine, featuring James Earl 
Jones and Diahann Carroll in the leads, supported by six 
“children,” including Tamu. and in a lesser role, sometimes 
singer. Adam Wade. 

It was difficult for me to imagine Mr. Jones as the “Gar- 
bage Man" after having been Hamlet and Jack Johnson or 
Miss Carroll as a No Strings heroine in an almost purely 
black grass-roots, in-thé-ghetto story. In fact, | had decided 
not to. like Claudine, By 10. minutes into. the first reel, 
however, all-of that dislikedness had-changed.-Injtially,-both 
leads were rough. unsure, and net into their roles, for they 
wefe at a combination social/artistic distance in terms. of 


representing the preconceived realistic notions generally” form at the “Carthage Fair” 


assumed about ADC mothers and garbage men. Specifically, 
Mr, Jones was too much into his Shakespearian thing and 
Miss Carroll was about-her usual business of being too 
white, too sophisticated. But. this changed and Miss ‘Carroll 
darkened and budded, the bloomed, in the end as a com- 
petent actress, giving a responsive, mature performance. Pef 
always, Mr. Jones matched her move-for-move. Similarly, in 
his minor role. Adam Wade was casual in his cuteness and 
added just a minor flair effectively. 

Alternately focusing on the woman’s. man’s and children’s 
points of view, the original screenplay by Tina and Les Pine 
is deeply honest and faithful to the traditions of the 
“Welfare/ADC" system.’ It is pointed and inful; it is 
humorless and reasonable in its attack on the onsisten- 
cies of the effects of the system on its recipients. The story 
centers on the perils ot Claudine and her Stone hs sup- 

. ther. income.by doing “days' work," her love for an 
> irate led man, her Comets ‘at family management 


“under extenuating circumstances: The story centers on the 


perils of the Garbage Man and his non-efforts at being ~ 


responsible as a man: he thinks of his role as a stud and at- 
tempts only to operate in this sense. only to realize that 
Claudine and the kids have a Plan “B" and there is nothing 
he-can do about it. The story: centers the perils of the 
Children and their individual problems, which are multiplied 

1 times six times several. 

r= =Rated "A." the dialogue is controlled by.the scatology of 
the streets: Her children are deplorable, incorrigible—and 
disrespectful by middle any kind of terms, as they are given 
to being balantly outspoken which borders on sassiness. 
Their behavior is disturbing because the average any kind of 
parent doesn't tolerate impetence. This same behavior, 
though, fits right into place because of the environmental 
‘controls determined by Claudine's ghetto setting. Coupled 
with Curtis Mayfield's sound. track, song by 1973 Grammy 
Winner Gladys Knight and the Pips, Claudine is finalized as a 
triply-directional assault on the Welfare/ADC- systemized 
farce; in the process, Claudine appears as the foremost in- 
telligent black film of. our time. 

Now, about the soundtrack:.on Buddah Records (BDS- 
560287). the title song, “Mr. Welfare Man” reflects the spjrit 
of the movie: “... like a private eye for the F.B.I./in- 
sidious as the Klu Klux Klan/.,. must divorce the man/cut all 
my ties with him/because his ways make me sick." Oc- 
Casionally, the music gets tacky, but verbal themes (rather 
key lines) are picked up from.the darty terse dialogue and 
yransposed as legitimate background music, which reflects a 
single Woman's ambitions, is, aims, objectives with a man 
and a middle-aged affair, Written to be sustained as indepen- 
dent music. locally concentrating in the ghetto/sium, 
Mayfield uses. lyrics to reinforce the movie's lightweight 
social message. A decent soundtrack, it is a fine reminder ot 
the capabilities of the Pips. ; 

And while we are. into records, did you know that the 
Spinners have a nd Atlantic album, Might Love (Atlantic, 
$D-7296-0598). Their first Atlantic album indicated that this 
was really a hip group we think only third to the Temptations 
and Main Ingredient. Master producer (but only in a more 
modern sense of style) Thom Bell created that monster that 
was highlighted with a romping version of “Oon’t Let the 
Green Grass Foo! You." A reasonably nice album, technically 
nor creatively. it doesn't measure up to that first effort, and, 
in short. it becomes rather trite after about three cuts into 
either side, after which you are inclined to stand up and 


either skip to another tune or change the record completely. °

One fallacy s0 many of our people 
have, is that, if they vote Republican or 
Democrat in the primaries. they are 
obligated to vote that party's ticket in 
November 

Nothing is farther from the truth than 
this, In the November general elections, 
the voter is free to vole for any can- 
didate of their choice, Republican, 
Democrat or independent. You can skip 
all over the ballot and no one but you 
will ever know for whom you voted. 

The civil rights cause has been 
sevérely slowed down because -of the 
reluctance ‘of Negroes to ‘vote in 
primaries. Especially have Negro can- 
didates suffered. For no matter how 
liberal many Whites talk, all too many of 
them_are reluctant to vote for Black 
candidates in the primary 

For this reason then, it is very impor- 
lant that every registered Negro vote in 
the primary, This is where and when 
our vote counts the most. And, this is 
where our candidates need our support 
the most. This also is why it is impor- 
tant that we decide on one party or the 
other for affiliation. Candidates them- 
selves, if they expect to be successful. 
have to run on one party's ticket or the 
other.

Our latest information is that, 
working quietly but efficiently, a deter- 
mined group of Clevelanders, headed 
by Atty.

1974, 

However, the organizers are par- 
ticularly interested in selling as many 
shares as possible in the black com- 
munity, and a concerted attempt is 
being made to sella maijority~of the 
common stock within the black ‘com- 
munity. This is of utmost importance, 
since if a majority of the bank's com- 
mon stock’is not sold within the black 
community, anticipated deposits under 
the federal government's minority bank 
assistance programs may not 
materialize, and these federal deposit 
programs could greatly enhance the 
bank's ability not only to operate 
profitably, but also to shorten the time 
in which its shareholders can expect 
dividends from their investment. 

To place the shares within the reach 
of even low and low-middie income in- 
vestors, the stock offerings is being 
made 
minimum. of -ten shares: Thus the-in- 
vestment of just $100 can bring to black 

" individuals and/or families, a vested in- 
terest in a@ full service banking 
operation, which, while being 
especially sensitive to the banking 
needs of the black community, will 
operate under the strict laws of the 
State and federal government.

The lending 
patterns in these white-controlled 
banks may differ as much as the com-

it has been most difficult to get our 
people genuinely interested in politics 
Our lackadaisical attitude about 
voting. has had. effect .on Negroes 
becdéming Candidates’ This difficulty in 
our-tielding-good. qualified candidates, 
must be corrected. The best way to do 
that, is to nominate more Blacks in the 
primaries, And, we can't do this by 
staying home on primary day 

Voting in America is more open today 
than it has ever been. in most sections 
of the South.*the right is a new one. 
Therefore, the peoplethere are more in- 
terested in registering and voting. 
Then, too, our people are seeing"how 
rapidly political participation is 
changing the old southern patterns of 
life so this is spurring them on too. 

in the North, our indifferences is due 
largely that we haven't had to fight for 
the right to vote. The only problem was 
trying to interest our people to use the 
ballot 

The election of Negro mayors in 
Cleveland, Gary and Newark, ignited a 
new interest in voting. Because of this, 
Detroit and Los Angeles elected Black 
mayors. last year. 

With the size of the Negro vote in our 
big industrial states, there is no reason 
why we shouldn't elect a governor and 
some United States senators. If we set 
our political sights high enough and 
muster 6Ur full voting strength. we can 


reach these goals. 

In this year, judging from the slate of 
candidates on the primary ballot, there 
is little hope of our making any new 
gains. We have only one state-wide 
candidate. Councilman James R. 
Williams of Akron, is running for 
Lieutenant Governor on the Democratic 
ticket. With the large number of white 
candidates in his field, if the Negro vote 
concentrated on him, he would have a 
good chance. Expecting our 
Democratic brothers to “do: this; |-~am 
afraid is wishful thinking. However, this 
illustrates our political weakness. 


Maybe some day. But, oh Lord, how 
soon. 

Whenever we learn that, that Short 
walk to the ballot box on election day is 
our biggest hope for freedom, things

Negro businessman's operation may 
be, with his community as a 
background, many bankers consider 
him a greater risk than his white coun- 
terpart. 

This does not mean that a black- 
owned and operated bank is going to 
make loans that are risky, or without 
sound rationale, but blacks in need of 
mortgage financing, business loans, 
and the wide range of banking services, 
are more likely to get equal treatment in 
a black-owned bank.

Although Gov. John Gilligan is expected to take 
the Democratic gubernatorial nomination May 7 by an 
overwhelming majority. his interference with endor- 
sements by a Democratic county machine may raise 
up and haunt him at the general election next Novem- 
ber 

Gilligan. according to James Williams. Akron City 
Councilman and the only black statewide candidate 
attempted to pressure the Summit County Democrats 
Organization inta endorsing A slate of his. personal 
choice, leaving Williams out on his own Williams and 
other candidates -had been endorsed by the 
organization ‘in*secret ballots : 

Williams. a candidate for Democrat's Lieutenant 
Governorsaid-—Gilligan... was, pressuring, The 
organization. to throw its support to Richard Celeste: 
a Cleveland State Representative. backed by the State 
Democratic machine 

Obviously angry over Gilligan's interference 
Williams said the Governor should have more to do 
than-to-travel around the state allempting to shove a 
silite of hand picked candidates down the throats of 
Democratic leaders 

Based on Williams charges. it would appear that 
Gilligan was speaking from his (ip§ and not his hearf 
when he commented to this column that “it’s a free 
country and Williams has as much right to run for 
public office as anyone else.” This was his reaction to 
Williams’ candidacy within an hour of the announ- 
cement 

Of course. with a vast majority of blacks security 
tied to the Democratic Party’s apron strings. Gilligan 
perhaps, has no fear of.alienating the affections of the 
black populace, However, as Atlanta's Mayor 
Maynard Jackson observed here last week 

The blacks are studying the Democrats’ final 
exam and will be grading the papers If the party 
flunks the course on black America in this Bi- 
Gentennial year, that's all she wrote. 

Incidentally. during the Black Elected Democrats 
of Ohio: banquet -here last week, Gilligan posed for 
pictures with virtually every black candidate present, 
except Williams. To the more than 300 blacks present 
it was obviously an intentional brushoff of the only 
black statewide candidate and a loyal Democrat to 
boot 

Joseph T. Ferguson, the aged State Auditor, has 
taken a position on abortions that has the makings of 
a red. hot political issue this year. Ferquson, who is 
stepping aside to give the green light to son Thomas 
in the primary election for state auditor, has balked on 
Signing checks for abortion payments. The State 
Welfare Dept. is authorized to pay for over 1,000 abor- 
tions performed on welfare clients. 

Ferguson. branding abortions as murder, said if 
anyone wants an abortion. she had better save her 
money, “we are not going to pay for it.”

The idea behind the progressive income tax was to 
grade taxes according to income — the rich pay more, 
the poor pay less. It hasn't worked out that way. The

with incomes over $100,000 in 1972 didn't pay a single 
penny in income tax. 


Social security taxes, for example, are on a flat rate 
basis. Everyone, pays the same 5.8 percent of his

Political Convention that was 
held in Litlle Rock, Arkansas 
(March 15 - 17) marked a very 
significant and imponant event in 
the history of this nation. Why? 
Because this convention unlike 
the Gary Convention was 
designed to give “insight and 
direction” as to organizing et- 
fective Black Political Assemblies 
for the. purpose of political em- 
powerment" This approach to 
planned change is a very unique 
and different approach ‘to 
change, compared to the past 
black movements and 
organizations, because a unified 
National Black Political Assembly 
(NBPA) in its advanced stages 
will have to be dealt with in the 
same manner as the Democrats 

. and (he Republicans are dealing 
with George Wallace of Alabama 
Both political parties are catering 
to Wallace in their auempts to 
strengthen their position for 1976 
' am talking about a NBPA that 
can become the ultimate balance 
of power between the Democrats 
and the Republicans, In the 
words of U.S, Rep. Louis Stokes, 
“no permanent enemies, no per- 
manent friends only permanent 
interests” 

The Littlke Rock Convention 
was hailed by many com- 
mentators of the mass media as a 
lailufe due to the lack of support 
and participation by many black 
elected officials. The media also 
projected an image-of disorder 
and confusion with very little 
productivity taking place. To this 
! strongly disagree. because the 
convention was very productive 
in.terms of over 2,000 people from 
all over the U.S. coming together 
to participate in this convention 
with the realization that there are 
certain organizational skills that 
blacks must acquire in order to 
be more effective in their quest to 
bring about change through 
organizational efforts. 

The type of organization | am 
talking about not only can make 
a commitment but can deliver the 
goods is indeed an organization 
that many interest groups do not 
want to see survive, The reasons 
are si j@ because | am talking 


about a black organization made 
up of represenjatives trom the 
total black communities of the 
nation, militants, moderates, Pan- 
Alricanists, elected officials, ‘civil 
fights groups, religious groups 
and grassroot people. The very 
thought of such a possible poten- 
lial powerful black organization 
frightens white Americans to no 
end : 

Many participants of this years 
convention were disappointed 
and disillusioned because of the 
many small details in the 
organizing of the convention, For 
éxample, when the- Ohio 
Delegation arrived to register its 
236 member delegation, the 
registration committee” was” un~ 
prepared. to register such. a large 
delegation atthat time. ~in- 
cidentally, Ohio had the targest 
delegation present al the con- 
vention in the nation 

Throughout the course of the 
convention there were various at- 
tempts to_retard the progress of 
the. convention. by endless 
debates and lengthly discussions. 
The workshops were held at Cen- 
tral High School, the sight where 
whites rioted when nine black 
children in 1957 became the first 
non-whites to enroll there. The 
School Board also charged 
$1,000 for the ase of the school 
facilities. 


The failure of the resolution 
committee to select a specific 
number of resolutions to be dealt 
with during the business~session 
also aided in the disillusionment 
of many participants. who had 
traveled many miles to witness 
and participate in this historical 
event. One of the highlights of 
thé convention was a testimonial 
for Ms. Daisy Bates, the local 
NAACP ‘leader in Little Rock, who 
lead” the fight to crack 
segregation at Central High 
School 17 years ago. One of the 
speakers, an elderly minister 
said, “this here Black Political 
Convention is wonderful and | 
wish you luck, but just like here 
in Little Rock 17 years ago many 
people will try to rock your boat 
and try to turn you around, but my 
advice is like we told them years 
ago, we can smell the bacon now 
and we can't stop now”.

There 
is not much manifestation of 
their devotion to their con- 
stitutents lately. At one time. 
voters could tell what their 
congressmen were doing as 
they saw new bridges, canals 


or other improvements in 
their districts. - 
Lately it seems that 


congressmen have become 
so busy with national affairs 
that. the needs of their con- 
Stituents are by-passed, Oh, 
there are sums of mtoney 
flowing their way for this or 
that, but the flow seems to 
stem more from the country's 
administrative program than 
influence of the elected 
legislator. 

Legislators seem to have 
swapped special attention to 
their constituents and uphold 
important. national problems 
or state programs to benefit

National, state and citywide 
legislation is very important, 
but the-needs-of the con- 
stituents, as they feel about 
the needs, should have an im- 
portant notice on the 
legislator's calendar. The im- 
mediate interests of the 
lawmakers should be turned 
around’and- focused.on the 
contituents. 

After all, the lawmaker 
would not be there if it were 
not for the constituents put- 
ting him in office. And cer- 
tainly he is-supposed-to do 
their will. 

Constitutents don't need 
canals_nor small bridges like 
they did last century, but 
there are other matters very 
important to the electing 
community. There can be an

Quick Hot Cross Buns are the 
perfect recipe choice for those 
new to the baking game - they're 
quickly made, and very much as 
you would make biscuits. - no 
yeast or experience necessary! 
These plump buns contain the 
traditional raisins 'n spice, as well 
as colorful chopped candied 
cherries. 

Russian Kulich is another yeast 
bread, boasting the taste delights 
ol chopped almonds. Add a bit of 
lemon juice to confectioners 
sugar for a delightfully tangy 
icing - delish! These three breads 
may have been inspired by the 
Easter season - but you'll bake 
them often! 


EASTER NEST COFFEE CAKE 
Makes 1 coffee cake 


1/4 cup suger 
1 teaspoon salt 
3 to 3-1/2 cups sifted all-purpose 


1 pkg. dry yeast 

Combine sugar, salt and 1 cup 
flour—inlarge__bowl._ Combine 
shortening, milk and water in 
saucepan; heat until liquids are 


hot, but not boiling. Gradually 
add to dry ingredients; beat 2 
minutes. Add 1 cup additional 
flour, egg, oats and yeast. Beat 1 
minute. Stir in enough additional 
flour to make soft dough. 

Turn out on well floured board 
or canvas.

sumer Reports. 

An article in its March issue 
details how to perform a sell- 
examination and lists 27 @x- 
perimental screening centers 
throughout the country that 
provide breast examination free 


of charge. 

The dangerous failure of 
women to examine their own 
breasts monthly is compounded 
by the even more irresponsible 
failure of many physicians to 
examine the breasts of their 
patients, says the magazine 
Published by Consumers Union. 

Annual breast examinations by 
@ physician, are essential to 
women 35 or older, the age when 
breast cancer begins to take an 
alarming toll. 

“Breast cancer is @-frightening 
"disorder, particularly in a society 
that values breasts so highly (and 
$0 incorrectly) a8 an indicator of 
a woman's sexuality — and-wence 
of her very value,” the article 
states. "The specter of surgical 
breast removal and possible 
death paralyzes many women 
into fearful avoidance.” 

But, says the magazine, “the 
Jonger a woman waits betore she 
notices and reports changes in 
her breasts, the shorter her chan- 
‘ces of survival...” 
¢ Although scientists have 
developed sophisticated methods 
of detection that can discover dit- 
fuse cancers belore they come 


together to form a lump, the 
report emphasizes that in most 
cases monthly self-examination 
remains a woman's best protec- 
tion against early death from 
breast cancer. 

Getting to know her breasts’ 
normal structure is the first step. 
Next, a woman should make a 


once-a-month check about one 
week after her menstrual period 
begins when hormone levels are 
low and breast tissue is unlikely 
to be swollen and tender. 

Standing before a mirror, a 
women should took for changes 
in the size and shape of her 
breasts; any lifting or sinking of 
her nipples or dimpling and 
puckering in the skin. =o 

She should then lie down, 
placing one hand behind her 
head. With the opposite hand 


pressing lightly in @ spiral motion, 
she should featiigiiipartsof:her 
breast for a new lump. This

Sportation was the cause. This 


“was the beginning of her interest, 


but the real motivation came 
when she joined the Panthers at- 
ter the shooting of George 
Jackson, She was given the 
responsibility of their busing ser- 
vice in Cleveland. When the 


group disbanded to head for their 


California headquarters, Joann 
stayed betiind and continued to 
fun the service. The busing 
Program has had terrible times, 
good times, free rides, accidents, 
flat tires, whining babies, 
ridiculous fares, cancelled trips. 
confrontations with prison of- 
ficials, “black” customers and 
white, during this time. “There 
were many problems to over- 
come,” says Joann, “but we're 
getting over. When | became 
director of the service there was 
no unity, she recalled. “It had a 
basic flaw -- it was free. The 
majority of those who travel are 
on welfare, or from low-income 
families; but welfare is 
synonymous with charity, and 
there was no pride or unity in the 
program.” 


Joann Bray feels that when a.

Delta Forms New Business 
In Telecommunications 


Delta Sigma Theta Sorority, 
Inc, has announced the formation 
of a new nonprofit corporation, 
DST Telecommunications, Inc., 
and the support of a full-length 
movie project as its first venture. 

in making the announcement, 
Delta Sigma Theta President, 
Mrs. Lillian P. Benbow explained 
that the sorority’s decision to 
move definitely into the field of 
telecommunications was an 
outgrowth of resolutions passed 
last August in Atlanta at the 
national convention of the 
organization. Delta Sigma Theta 
is a 60-year-old public service 
sorority compased: of 72,000 
members in 480 chapters. 

The resolutions called for bet- 
ter communications -- particularly 
through the development af 
telecommunications technology 
among Blacks - and for the 
elimination of racism and sexism. 
The convention, which em- 
phasized the theme, “Breaking 
New Ground,” devoted a full day 
to work shops and symposia on 
“human and social imperatives 
for the world of telecom- 
munications.” 

Mrs. Benbow said actions 
following the convention in- 
cluded the establishment of a 
National Commission on the Arts 
and Letters. Honorary Co- 
chairwomen.of the commission 
are Lena Horne and Leontyne 
Price and the Chairwoman is Dr. 
Jeanne Noble of New York City. 
Among more than two. dozen 
other commission members are 
Roberta Flack, Novella Nelson, 


Leslie Uggams, Ellen Holly and 
Ruby Dee. The commission 
recommended, and Delta Sigma 
Theta approved, the support of 
the filmitg of a motion picture 
which would give a positive, well- 
rounded portrayal of Black life 
and would help to counteract 
negative impressions now being 
spread through public media.

Millions across the country 
watched in suspense as 
Aaron calmly approached 
home plate, swung the bat to 
warm up and waited for 
Dodger Pitcher Al Downing's 
throw. 

Downing pitched. Aaron 
swung and connected on the 
first pitch. 

For..a brief second.Aaron. 
watched the ball soar into the 
air and then ran. He ran 
directly to first, second, third 
and finally home to break the 
legendary all-time hitting 
record of the famed Babe 
Ruth. 

Aaron hit the magical.715th 
at 9:07 ES and changed 
baseball history as the ball 
sailed 400 feet-and out of 
Atlanta Stadium, just to the 
right of the 385-feet marker in 
the fourth inning—tying the 
score 3-3. 

Aaron-ran home to the 
cheers of the crowd to be 
congratulated by team mem- 


bers, family and baseball of-- 


ficials. Atlanta went on to win 
the game 7-4. 

The tensions from baseball 
fans the world over subsided 
for the 40-year old superstar 
when he broke the 39-year 


‘old record: 


Aaron was only one-year 
old when Ruth hit the last 
three of his 714 home runs on 
May 25, 1935 against the Pitt- 
sburgh Pirates, playing for 
the Boston Braves. 

Ruth died of cancer in 
1948. He had played in 2,503 
games and had 8,399 at-bats 
during his 22-year career. 
About a week after hitting his 
final homers, he quit the 
Boston Braves after a dispute 
with the management. 

Aaron is in his 21st season. 
He was at his 11,295th time at 
bat with the. Braves in. his 
2,967th game. 

To the crowd of 53,775, the 
largest in Atlanta's history, 
Aaron said, “Just thank God 
it’s all over.” 

It was predicted that Aaron 
would break the record of 
Ruth early in the season. Last 
Thursday when the Braves 
played against the Cincinnati 
Red Socks Aaron tied Ruth's 
record of 714 home runs. 

Besides holding the home 
runs record, Aaron also 
currently holds 13 major 
league records and 19 
National League marks and 
by the end of the season may 
have captured several others. 

“The only thing people 
have talked about is the 
home run things,” Aaron said 
in spring training, “But I'm 
aware of those other records 
I'm close to, I'm happy and 


conscious of the fact that | 
have a chance to break them. 
They would mean more than 
the home run records.” 

This year the Atlanta 
slugger has a chance to cap- 
ture the record for games, at 
bats and possibly runs batted 

«in. 

Of 12 major categories, Ty 
Cobb currently held six 
records, Ruth four and Aaron 
three and has a chance to 
take three more of them this 
year. 

Cobb, Stan Musial and 
Mays lead Aaron in the num- 
ber of games. played. Aaron 
will only have to play in 70 
games to surpass Cobb's 
mark of 3,033. Cobb had 
11,429 times at bat and Aaron 
has 11,288 and needs only 
142 to own that record.

recordin Cincinnati off the 
pitch of Jack Billingham: 

At the April 8th game in 
Atlanta the game was halted 
for an 11-minute ceremony to 
honor the new baseball hero. 
Baseball Hall-of-Fame Monte 
Irvin, representing Com- 
missioner Bowie Kuhn, was 
roundly booed as he gave 
Aaron a special presentation.

Bills To Strengthen 
Civil Rights Laws 


COLUMBUS BUREAU 


Attorney. General William J 
Brown is urging passage of three 
bills recently introduced in the 
Qhio House, of Representatives 


which. would strengthen Ohio's — 


civil rights law 

House Bills No. 1194, 1195 and 
1196, introduced by Represen- 
tative Pete’ Crossland, are 
essential,” Brown. said, “for the 
Ohio Civil Rights Commission 
and the Attorney General to take 
decisive, effective action to en- 
force the Ohio laws against 
discrimination 

One of the bills, H.B. 1196, 
gives the Commission and the At- 
torney General the power to go 
directly into court when there is a 
case of great public importance 
involving a pattern and practice 
of discrimination 


The bills also clarify those 
practices which are prohibited as 
discriminatory. bring Ohio law 
into conformity with federal law 
and permit the state to act more 
rapidly in important dis- 
crimination cases 

In other (~~ “ant changes. the. 
bills... 


«Spell out many “affirmative ac- 
tion” steps which the Com- 
mission and the Courts can order, 
including back pay. upgrading of 
employees, revocation of con- 
tracts, etc 

.Incorporate= provisions which 
permit the operation of a 
residence planned or maintained 
exclusively for use of occupancy 
by individuals of one sex 


. Guarantee” the availability “of 
the Fifth Amendment privilege 
against self-incrimination to all* 
individuals, but make clear that 
no special privileges are given to 
corporations 
. Provide for a default judgment 
it a respondent fails to’ answer a 
formal complaint 
-Create a mechanism for the 
termination of state contracts 
when a contractor has been 
found to have engaged in illegal 
discriminatory action 

The bills also repeal the almost 
never used criminal provisions 
which, Brown contends, provide 
no effective deterrent to 
discriminatory action and at 
present hinder anti-discrimination

Truckers Make 
Hiring Pledge 


WASHINGTON. D.C. (NBNS) -- 
The Justice Department has for- 
ced seven major U.S: trucking 
firms to adopt “hiring goats" 
ranging from 33 to 50 percent of 
all new positions on their work 
forces to be filled by blacks or 
persons with Spanish “surnames 

It was the first industry-wide. 
accord ever negotiated by the 
Justice Department and it came 
without a court case 

Assistant Attorney General J: 
Stantey Pottinger said he expec- 
ted the vast majority of some 340 
smaller truckers named by the 
Justice Department as 
discriminating against minority 
groups to adopt similar hiring 
practices 

The settlement was negotiated 
with the 
Brotherhood of Teamsters and 
the International Association of 
Machinists. 

Under the consent. decree, the 
trucking companies pledged 
themselves. to &.goal of filing 50 
percent of vacanciesYand now 
jobs with blacks and Spanish sur- 
name applicants in communities 
where those groups make up 
more than 25 percent of the 
working age population 

Where members of these 
minority groups constitute less 
than 25 percent of the work force, 
Pottinger said, the hiring goal will 
be 33 percent. He. added that the 
agieement would be modified to 
cover Indians or Americans of 
Oritental descent in sections of 
the country where they form a 
significant percentage of the 


International. 


Puerto Ricans and American in- 
dians from 388 two-year colleges 
in 43 different states were selec- 
ted to receive scholarships 
varying from 20-80% of the cost 
of attending the senior in- 
stitutions of their choice for an 
academic year 
Prompted by a generailack of 
college financial aid for minority 
students planning to transfer from 
two-year colleges to senior in- 
stitutions, the Upper Division 
Scholarship Program was con- 
ceived and pilot-tested in the 
academic year 1970-71 by the 
Ford Foundation 
The administration of the 
program was transterred to the 
College Entrance Examination 
Board in June 1971. By fall 1974, 
the Ford Foundation will have 
awarded approximately $6.2 
million through UDSP since the 
1971-72 academic year 
A directory is also issued to all 
regionally accredited four-year 
colleges for their use in recruiting 
minority students. Since. the 
progrant’s inception in 1970. it 
has involved over some 10,000 
students 
Two-year colleges offer a fan- 
tastic amount of talent and ability 
among its students. Over the 
years these graduates have either 
gone on to a four-year college or 
have just stopped their education 
after that 
This creates a very serious 
problem for them, in their ability 
to “be employed by companies 
who only want four-year grads. 
it is thése companies that offer 
the good paying jobs, that lead 
on te other careers. And with 
these rejections the students 
~ have to settle for a low-paying job 
that leads no where 
Or. Stephen J. Wright, vice 
president of the College Board 
and director of UOSP, explained 
that the semi-finalist students 
were selected by the College 
Board from nominations by the.

$121,000 Program To Increase 
Minorities In Police Agencies 


A new $121,000 prorgam, co- 
sponsored by [he Police Foun- 
dation and Howard University, 
will seek to increase the number 
of minorities serving in civilian 
positions in police agencies. 

Under the program 20 graduate 
students who are minority group 
members will be placed in at 
least ten police departments 
where they will work under the 
direct supervision of the police 
chief and other high-ranking of> 
ficials . - 

Each student in the program 
will devote 20-35 hours a week to 
the department and will work full 
time during the Summer of 1975 
Efforts will be made to place the 
students in permanent civilian 
positions in the police -départ- 
Ment atthe Conclusion of the'pro- 
gram 

Lee P. Brown, associate direc- 
tor-for the Institufé of Urban’ Af= 


fairs and Research at Howard 
University, says the programs 
reflect suggestions of the 
President's 1967 Commission on 
taw Enforcement and the Ad- 
ministration of Justice and the

“We view this proposed project 
as a venture that will have impact 
upon a major problem in police 
departments relative to their 
minority representation.”

CAF Formed To Aid 
Minority Businesses 


The idea of a program to help 
minority of poverty group enter- 
prises was conceived five years 
ago by philantropic foundations. 
The idea was to make low-retum 
loans or investments to help the 
businesses develop. 

This type of program would 
benelit both the businesses and 
the foundations by giving the 
foundations a chance to have 
some type of social program in 
their organization and at the 
same time help the smaller busi- 


ness to grow 

But now five years later, this is 
still just an idea with one big ex- 
ception : ‘ 

The exception 4s the Coopera- 
tive Assistance Fund, (CAF) a 
consortium.of private foundations 
that have formed a common in- 
vestment poo! aimed at investing 
-- Not making grants -- in minority 
businesses 

CAF is a program related in- 
vestment fund which attempts to 
combine social benefit and sound 
investment activities 

The Cooperative Assistance 
Fund, whose president is Edward 
C. Sylvester Jr., was formed in 
1968, set up headquarters in 
Washington, D.C. and began in- 
vasting in 1970. CAF's growth. is 
reported “slow but encouraging.” 
Of the 10 foundations participat= 
ing in the disucussions prior to 
the incdrporation of CAF in 1968, 
nine are now members. 

Among the ventures CAF has 
invested in are Plack Com- 
munications Corporation, a radio 
Station in..Savannah, Ga.;- Urban 
Communications Group, a 
workshop for minority business 
Opportunities in cable TV. in 
Washington, D.C.; Midwest 
National -Bank,..a_ minority con- 
trolled bank in Indianapolis, Ind.; 

The Third Press, a New York 
City publishing company; the 
Plan of Action for Challenging 
Time (PACT), technical 
assistance and service to small 
businessmen, San Francisco, 
Calif.; and the AE. McLean Co., 
dealers in fufniture and office 
supplies in Washington, D.C 

Early last year, IRS also gran- 
ted CAF status as -a public 
charity, simplifying reporting 
Procedures for foundations in- 
vesting in or making grants to its 
operations. 

Foundations may become 
members of CAF by miaking an 
investment of at least 2 per cent 
of the foundation's assets, or $1 


million, whitchever is smatier -- 
but no less than $100,000 -- or by 
making a grant of at least 
$100,000 for each year it wishes 
to be a member. Members sit on 
CAF's board 

Money raised from. the mem- 
bers constitutes CAF's invest- 
ment pool which now has over 
$3.3 million either allocated or 
committed to it 

CAF is encouraged because 
two grant members have 
changed their status to invest- 
ment members and because early 
CAF investments have been able 
to leverage funds at about a 8-1 
ratio. Seyeral other foundations 
are considering” membership 

Two rulings by the Internal 
Revenue Service may further en- 
courage participation. A founda- 
“tion may count either a grant of 
an investment in caf as a qualify- 
ing distribution under the 
minimum pay-out requirements. 
the IRS has ruled 

lf an investment is withdrawn, 
the amount must then be treated 
as net taxable income 

The program has encountered 
some minor problems; some 
foundations don't want to join 
But it is-hoped that more will join.

Tornado’s Destruction 


When Mrs. Linda Wims and 
her two children struggled 
out from the remains of what 
was once their home, they 
could not recognize a land- 
mark in the neighborhood 
Yhey had lived in for years 
Only then was the stark 
naked reality of Wednesday's 
tornado indelibly impressed 
forever in their minds 

“The entire day had been 


agrey and rainy. It. was the 


type of day that you wouldn't 


think about listening to the 
weather forecast,” said Mrs 
Wims 

“| had just come home 
from work. | am a school 
teacher at a junior high. in 
Xenia. It was around 4:00 
p.m., and | had been home for

WILBERFORCE, Ohio--* A 
selective, vicious tornado 
bludgeoned «its way through 
this Greene County com- 
munity at 5:10 Wednesday af- 
ternoon. 

Leaving Xenia, the tornado 
moved on to Wilberforce 
where it leveled what may

State University. 
Ironically, Wilberforce 


University, the oldest black 
institution of higher learning 
in the United States, was 
spared without a visible 
scratch. 

Central State and Wilber- 
force universities are located 
so close together that it is im-

The only Yamage reported 
at Wilberforce University was 
at the home of its president, 
Dr. Rembert Stokes, where a 
portion of the roof was ripped 
off. 

Otherwise, the Wilberforce 
campus, located on both 
sides of state route 42, 
remained unscathed while 
Central State in the center 
was being clobbered to its 
knees. 

Of the 35 persons known to 
be dead as a result of the 
holocaust, only four black 
persons are reported to have 
died in the Wilberforce com- 
munity.
